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The September 28, 2004 Notice of Allowability regarding the above-identified application 
included a Statement of Reasons for Allowance. Entry of that Statement into the record should not 
be construed as any agreement with or acquiescence by Applicants in the stated reasoning. 

The Statement paraphrases the last paragraph of each allowed claim and alleges that the 
paraphrased language is neither anticipated nor obvious. The language of the allowed claims is 
already of record in the case and is adequately clear. Since the claims are clear and patentable 
(novel and unobvious) paraphrasing may cause confusion, particularly to the extent if any that the 
wording in the Statement may differ from the proper interpretation of the actual language of allowed 
claims 14-16.
